When the wagon containing the second load 
reached the place of delivery a police-officer 

to be passing; he put his hand on 
the cloth with which the goods were covered, 
intending to lift it, asking one of the men at 
the same time, What have you got here?

This murder, as well as the antecedent 
robbery, and perhaps a hundred other like 
robberies committed within the year, is due 
directly and notoriously to the barely-dis- 
guised shops for the receipt of stolen goods, 
which shops, with a full knowledge of the 
character of their business, are to be found 
in all parts of the city, and are protected in 
their. nefarious traffic by licenses from the 
city authorities. This state of things is not 
new in Chicago, Every police-officer knows 
that nineteen out of every twenty shops 
licensed and kept as pawnshops are, in fact, 
places for the reception of stolen goods; 
that they are, in fact, the places to which 
nine-tenths of the goods stolen from stores 
and private houses in this city are taken and 
sold by the thieves; and no policeman is so 
credulous and simple as to believe that in 
any casé the keeper of any one of these 
shops is not fully satisfied pe San gern hit 
buys are stolen. 

During twenty years there have been 
spasmodic attempts to convict the keepers of 
these establishments, and every attempt has 
been a failure. No matter how strong the 
evidence nor how overwhelming the proof, 
this class of criminals has invariably been 
able to defeat justice. If we remember cor- 
rectly, it has not been more than four years 
since a family of these keepers, caught with 
$15,000 to $20,000 of stolen goods, some in 
their possession and some of it shipped by 
them to confederates elsewhere, without a 
loophole through which an ordinary crimi- 
nal could escape, was able for several terms 
of Court to prevent grand juries finding in- 
dictments, and, when the indictments were 
found, succeeded at last in placing men of 
their own choice on the trial juries, who 
refused to convict them. In this day of 
Unions,“ and Protective Alliances,” and 
Brotherhoods there is no more infamous 
Association, no more dangerous and corrupt- 
ing Brotherhood, than the alliance of the 
keepers of these shops for the receipt of 
stolen goods,—an alliance extending all over 
the country, —for their mutual protec. 
tion against legal proceedings. Fifty 
thousand dollars, or three times that 
amount of money if necessary, will 
be forthcoming to purchase all the pro- 
tection against outraged law and justice 
which may be required to screen the crimi- 
nal from punishment, This is a community of 
crime which has for many years successfully 
baffled justice. The Grand Jury within six 
months made an earnest appeal to the Mayor 
and Common Council to adopt some regula- 
tion that would limit and control these 
schools of crime, but the Common Council 
put the paper away without giving it the 
least consideration. On Friday night an 
honest, faithful officer was murdered at one 
of these dens,—murdered by a licensed 
thief. Let us hope that this deed will so 
arouse public feeling that the Mayor, Coun- 
cil, and police will be induced take effective 
steps to rid the city of these robber-dens, 
which are tenfold more infamons and cor- 
rupting in their agencies and effects than the 
gam bling-houses and.the brothels, which are 
made the subjects of police visitation and 
prosecution from time to time.

THE CREDIT SYSTEM. 

The failure of the City of Glasgow Bank 
reveals another chapter in the inevitable 
history and outcome of speculation and the 
attempt to substitute credit for capital. The 
revelations are of the common kind: The 
inducements of interest on deposits by the 
bauk to swell its funds; the loaning of these 
funds at high rates of interest to deaperate 
speculators; the taking as collateral specu- 
lative securities ; the kiting of paper between 
various banks doing the same kind of busi- 
ness; the investment of funds in East 
Indian, Australian, and even South American 
speculative jobs, such as the loan of money 
on herds of wild cattie roaming the pampas 
of Paraguay! To this must be added, of 
course, the loaning of large sums on ques- 
tionabie paper to Directors and to the friends 
of the Directors. For the fifty millions of 
dollars that the bank owes it has notes, 
bonds, mortgages, assignments, and other 
cats and dogs which will yield but a 
small percentage at the end of a long inves. 
tigation. In this country, and even in this 
city, we have a painful experience of the 
worthlessness of the assets of a bank which 
has been plundered by its officers in a system 
of reckless speculation. 

During the last twenty-five years there has 
been a great change in the mercantile system 
in Great Britain, and the change has been 
largely adopted in this country. Previously, 
merchants engaged in business to the extent

POLITICAL BLACKMAIL. 

It is said of a low-down but wily politician 
of this city, who has enjoyed a good many 
small successes in his day, that a favorite 
electioneering practice of his was to go 
around the African quarter and distribute 
pennies and nickels to the little pickaninnies, 
and that he was accustomed to secure a good 
many colored votes (though a Democrat) by 
this cheap show of liberality. But of late 
the little darkies have been swindled out of 
their election sweetmeats by a more sys- 
tematic order of blackmail. Pennies and 
nickels, and even subsidiary silver, distrib- 
uted among the saloons, do not count for 
much in a political contest nowadays. In- 
stead of a little candy for the babies volun- 
tarily contributed, household stores for the 
winter and rum-money to last over till the 
next election ate exacted from the candi- 
dates for poiitical honors and emoluments. 
Political blackmail has grown from a spo- 
radic ailment tothe proportions of a recurrent 
epidemic, It breaks out twice a year,—in 
the fall and in the spring,—and it 
fastens on every man who has the temerity 
to announce himself asa candidate for vflice, 
high or low. It is a disease that attacks th» 
pocket, and its virulence and endurance ar) 
measured only by the capacity of the victim, 
The present season seems to be my 
favorable to its spread in Chicago. 

There are various kinds of political black, 
mail, but every variety has a distipctive an 
well-organized character, ‘The candi 
for party nominations are the first victi 
to this disreputable traffic. They are n 
confined to those who voluntarily seek nom- 
inations at the hands of the primaries aud 
conventions, for the bummers search out 
promising subjects tooperate upon. At this 
particular stage of blackmail the confidence 
operators are Republicans, Democrats, and 
Nationals,—every one of them belougs to 
all the parties in the field, and professes to 
control all the primaries and all the conven- 
tions. The blackmailer may be a profession- 
al gambler, or a saloon-keeper, or a slug - 
ger”; but be is a Democrat among 
Democrats, a Republican among Republic- 
ans, a Greenbacker among Greenbackers, and 
so on; he will be found at all the primaries 
and all the conventions, and howls, and 
pushes, and swears, and blackguards with- 
out any unfair discrimination as to parties. 
The candidates are divided wp among these 
self-constituted office-brokers and victimized 
according to their weakness and means. In 
order that the material may not give out, 
each set of blowers and strikers discovers a 
good subject and preys upon him till the last 
ballot is taken. The late Democratic County 
Convention furnished a fair sample of the 
modus operandi. There was a wealthy Irish 
butcher who was persuaded that he was the 


"proper man for Sheriff of this county, and 
that the Democrats would nominate and 


elect him. According to all reports, this 
worthy beef-killer, became convinced some 


weeks ago that political life was his destiny, 
and ever since then he has contributed 


freely to the blowers and strikers who took 
him in charge.

After the nominations, the office-brokers 
ahd bummers divide up ‘into party lines. 
Some of them call themselves Democrats, 
others Republicans, others Nationals, others 
Socialists,—and then the candidates are made 
to contribute in order to get elected, just as 
they had previously contributed in order to 
obtain the privilege of running. If the 
‘* b’yes”” have succeeded in getting 4 partic- 
ularly green fellow, with a particularly 
fat pocketbook, on one side, they are apt to 
concentrate on him. This was the experi- 
ence of another Irishman of large means 
on the North Side a year ago, and 
a wealthy Stock-Yards man on the 
South Side two years ago. But 
the concentration on this particular candi- 
date does not indicate by any means that he 
will be elected ; it simply means that he will 
be plundered more than his competitors. He 
fis expected to visit the saloons often, ask 
everybody up to drink, put out a $5 bill, 
and not wait for the change. He is also 
expected to slip a small amount of money 
into the outstretched hands of all the fel- 
lows who approach him personally. But he 
is bled worst of all by half a dozen men of 
influence,“ who generally keep saloons or 
run gambling-houses, and who confidentially 
inform him that, for self-protection, he must 
confide the money into their hands in bulk 
for redistribution where it will do most 
good.” If he yields to this soft persuasion, 
this higher grade of blackmailers generally 
conclude that the money will do most 
good” by saving it for a rainy day or to help 
them over winter, and they spare themselyes 
the trouble of redistribution. Their favorite 
candidate is usually defeated, which it is 
extremely difficult for him to understand. If

Tus phases of political blackmail we have 
mentioned are, of course, entirely outside of 
the regular practice of ‘‘ assessing” canii- 
dates for what are called the legitimate ex- 
penses” of a campaign. . Legitimate ex- 
penses, strictly interpreted, would be fhe 
printing of tickets and hiring of halls for 
meetings, with perhaps a few incidentals.

they are the most profitable. The office 
holders who are not candidates are also as- 
sessed for the good of the party,” and they 
generally contribute because they expect to 
be candidates at some future day; they for- 
get that, when they again solicit nomination 
and election, their contributions while in 
office will not be counted in their favor, but 
that they will be made to come down” 
again. Sheriff Kenn could probably explain 
how this is from his own experience. 

It is not practicable to enumerate all the 
devices for blackmailing office-seekers, but 
there is one new method which deserves 
mention for its brilliant ingenuity. Noth- 
ing is more gratifying to a candidate than to 
be invited to speak,—especially when 
he is running for Congress or the 
Legislature, where speech-making is the 
chief attraction. In former times it 
Was the custom to invite candidates 
to address their constituents on proper occa- 
sions, and it was thought that the practice 
was of mutual benefit to the office-seekers 
and the people. But it has been left to the 
keen inventive faculty of the Chicago bum- 
mer to turn this practice into a source of 
revenue. In a certain distfict of this city 
candidates receive a polite note saying that 
they will be permitted to address the people 
at a certain time and place on the issues of the 
day, with a post scriptum to the effect that 
they will be expected to contribute $5, or 
$10, or $50 (according to the importance of 
the candidate) for this rare privilege. Now 
it may be inferred from what we have said 
that we do not ap}jrove generally of the 
practice of political ‘plackmail, but we can- 
not withhold our adyjiration from ‘this par- 
ticular variety of the practice. There is cer- 
tainly some justice 15 making most candi- 
dates pay for the privilege of making 
speeches, for it affords a small compensation 
for the few people ye consent to be bored 
by listening to them. We cannot deprecate 
this phase of the putable business as 
much as we do the (thers, but would only 
suggest that the ers be assessed in pro- 
portion to their stupi bey and dreariness. 


THE COUSIN. 

It is seldom that the diguified and con- 
servative London Ties so far forgets itself 
as to exhibit a fretful-dislike for the people 

and institutions of country. It is now 
over a hundred years tines that little unpleas- 
antness occurred bet Ween the Mother Coun- 
try and her Colonies which led to a dissolu- 
tion of the copartnerghip and the establish- 
ment of a business on this side of the water 
on account of and in the name of the junior 
partner of the concern, and the lapse of 
time, if no other consideration, ought to 
be sufficient to make each party forget what- 
ever is disagreeable about the past, and gen- 
erously acknowledge whatever is good and 
noble in the career of fhe other. This the 
Times is usually disposed to do, but occa- 
sionally it allows the spirit of jealousy to 
dominate its better judgment, and then it is 
disposed to search forthe mote in its Ameri- 
can Cousin's eye. 

The recent number ‘of the Vorth Ameri- 
can Review contains &n article from Mr. 
Guapetone’s pen, ‘entitled *‘Kin Beyond 
Sea,” in which a parallel is drawn between 
the twoformsof government, and the English 
and the American system is contrasted with 
the rhetorical direotne that always charac- 
terizes that learned gentleman’s literary pro- 
ductions. And, indeed o mach of my Lord's 
article redounds to the honor and glory of 
this country, its Constitution, laws, institu- 
tions, and methods, thot the great Thunderer 
permits its equanimity to be disturbed there- 
at, and its ruffled tempęr is displayed in an 
ill-natured criticism of Mr. GLapsTonE’s pa- 
per. It is puzzled to Know in the first place 
intended his essay 
for the edification of r¢aders in England or 
America, and declat bs that in either 
i case the writer is 0 redundant and de- 
fective,” 6 Englishwen will hardly care 
to be told of the ra ſd decadence of their 
own country, and of moral certainty that 
they will before long e passed and out- 
stripped by their American rivals.” 9 The 
arguments that Mr. Guapstong advances to 
establish these propositions the Times does 
not consider worth while to controvert, but 
contents itself with trying to neutralize 
whatever is creditable to our people by some- 
thing that is decidedly derogatory. To the 
remark of the essayist that the American na- 
tion is paying off its debt with great rapidity, 
much more rapidly than the English Gevern- 
ment is doing, the Times is moved to reply 
with intentional sarcasm that they ‘‘ confess 
to the whole of it, and have not -proposed any 
currency juggle to scale away either principal 
or interest.” The Times-need not have print- 
ed its ironical reference tothe prevailing fiat- 
money lunacy in this country in italics, in 
order to make the sentence bite; 
bat the slur is deprived of its sting 
by the recollection that our National 
Government does *‘ confess to the whole of 
the debt, and never has proposed to cheat 
any honest creditor out of a single cent of 
it, nor to pay any portion of it in what is 
not regarded as money the world over. 
Neither the American nor the English Gov- 
ernment can consistently be held responsible 
for the vagaries of political parties until 
their impracticable theories are crystallized 
into law, and thus be made a public policy. 

Mr. Gtabsroxz thought he saw something 
very extraordinary in the way in which the 
huge armies of both Federals and Confed- 
erates have gone back to civil life and have 
melted into the mass of peaceful citizens; 
but the Times can find an instance to the 
same effect, without being driven back to 
Cincinnatus.” Its knowledge of history re- 
minds it that Cromwe.u’s army did the same 
thing, and that the disbanding of Crom- 
WELL's Ironsides was not followed by such 
events as the Pennsylvania railway riots.” 
Indeed, Mr. Guapstows does not make a point

THF BIBLE ! REVISION, 

The revision of the English Bible which 
began May 6, 1870, is now more than half 
done. It is probable that the New Testa- 
ment at least will be published in 1880, 
This work is the most important of its kind 
that has been undertaken in the Christian 
Church since the King James revision. It 
is, indeed, the first concerted effort by En- 
glish-speaking Protestants to correct the er- 
rors and archaisms of that edition, and it is 
the only one that has the least promise of 
general acceptance. It derives its impor- 
tance largely from the fact that all the prin- 
cipal Protestant denominations are repre- 
sented in the committees engaged on the 
revision. The movement began in the En- 
glish Established Church, but, with a liber- 
ality quite worthy of the occasion, the first 
Committee was authorized to associate with 
itself in the work Christian scholars of other 
churches using the King James version. 

The object of the revision 1s said by Prof. 
Scuarr, President of the American Com- 
mittee, to be the bringing of King James’ 
version up to the present State of the En- 
glish language, and to the present standard 
of Biblical scholarship. The principles 
adopted by the Committee for its own gui- 


dance are as follows: 


1. To introduce as few alterations as possible in 
the text of the authorized version, consistently 
with faithfulness. 

2. To limit as far as possible the expression of 
such alterations to the language of the authorized 
or earlier versions. (On! one new word has been 
introduced in the New Testament. ) 

3. Each company to go twice over the portion 
to be revised, once provisionally, the second time 


finally. 

4. That the text to be adopted be that for which 
the evidence is decidedly preponderating; and 
that when the textso adopted differs from that 
from which the authorized version was made, the 
alteration be indicated in the margin. 

5. To maxe or retain no change in the text, on 
the second final revision by each company, except 
two-thisds of those present approve of the same; 
dut on the first revision to decide by simple ma- 


jorities, 
6. Torevise the headings of chapters, pages, 
paragraphs, italics, and punctuation. 


The need of revision is shown in several 
articles contributed by American members 
of the Committee to an extra number of the 
Sunday-School World, which now lies before 
us. Prof. Ezra Assorr. of Cambridge, 
Mass., writes on the imperfection of the 
Greek text of the New Testament from 
which our common English version was 
made, and our present resources for its cor- 
rection. He shows that the King James 
translators had no manuscripts earlier than 
the fifteenth century, whereas there are now 
available for purposes of Biblical criticism 
the Sinaitic and the Vatican manuscripts, 
which were written as early, probably, as 
the middle of the fourth century, and two 
others,—the Alexandrine and the Ephraem, 
which belong to about the middle of the 
fifth, besides many valuable fragments of the 
fifth and sixth centuries. It is a matter of 
course that many érrors crept into the text 
during the thousand years that elapsed be- 
tween the date of the earliest manuscripts 
and the writing of those which King Jamgs’ 
translators used. Many such errors have 
been discovered on a comparison of the 
originals. Most of these have been due to a 
confounding of the text with interlineations 
or glosses only suggested as probable or de- 
sirable by medieval scholars. Notes on the 
margin made for devotional or critical pur- 
poses have also been included in the author- 
ized version, and have passed ever since for 
the word of Gop. 

Among the longer passages in the New 
Testament, of which the genuineness is 
more or less questionable, are the Doxology 
in the Lord’s Prayer; Matt., xviii., 11 
(For the Son of man is come to save that 
which was lost”); Matt., xxi., 44 („Aud 
whosoever shall fall on this stone shall be 
broken; but on whomsoever it shall fall, it 
will grind him to powder”); Matt., xxiii., 14 
(Wos unto you, scribes and Pharisees, 
hypocrites! for ye devour widows’ houses, 
and for a pretense make long prayers, there- 
fore ye shall receive the greater damna- 
tion”); Matt., xxvil., 35 (“ That it might be 
fulfilled which was spoken by the prophets, 
They parted my garments among them, and 
upon my vestures did they cast lots”); 
Mark, vi., 11 (“ Verily I say unto you it 
shall be more tolérable for Sodom and 
Gomorrah in the Day of Judgment than for 
that city”); Mark, xv., 28 (“ And the 
Scriptures wero fulfilled, which saith, And 
he was numbered with transgressors”); 
Mark, xvi., 9-20 (The entire passage in re- 
gard to the appearance of Jesus to Mary 
Moba, including many favorite 
texts); Luke, ix. 56 („(For the 
Son of man is not come to destroy 
men's lives, but to save them); Luke, 
xxiii., 34 ( Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what they do”); Luke, xxix., 12- 
40 (concerning the Resurrection) ; John, v 
4 (about the angel moving the water in the 
pool of Bethesda); John, viii., 11 (“ She 
said, No man, Lord, And Jzsus said unto 
her, Neither do I condemn thee, go and sin 
no more”); Acts, ix., 5-6 (the conversation 
between Paul and the unseen spirit); John, 
x., 7-8 (the famous text of the three heav- 
enly witnesses). Some of the questionable 
additions are from parallel passages, where 
the words are genuine; but others have no 
manuscript authority whatever. The above 
comprise all the considerable changes that 
will be required by q revision; but the par- 
ticular words and phrases that will be affected 
would fill a volume by themselves. There are 
in all 150,000 various readings of the text 
of the New Testament. Of these, Prof. 
Annorr says nineteen-twentieths may be 
dismissed from consideration at once. This 
leaves, we will say, 7,500. But of these 
again it will appear that nineteen out of 
twenty are of no sort of consequence as 
affecting the sense. This reduces the num- 
ber to perhaps 400, which invplve a differ- 
ence of meaning often very slight, while a 
few exceptional cases among them may rel.

Besides the errors of the text, there are, 
the errors of interpretation of the King 
James translators. The questions arising jn

The King Jus translators disregarded 
verbal criticism, provided the sense did not 
suffer. This Prof. Taayzn regards as a grave 
error. By translating thesame word in the 
original by different English words, distince- 
tions are inevitably suggested where they do 
not exist; on the other hand, by rendering 
different words in the original in one and the 
same way, differences in the sacred writers’ 
thought are hidden from the modern reader.” 
Thus the New Testament “ atonement” and 
** reconciliation are identical, as are hope 
and “trust,” and charity and “love.” 
On the other hand, Hades and Gehenna, 
„ demons and devils,“ translated by iden- 
tical words, are in the original radically dif- 
ferent things. Prof. TuHa®zr gives many in- 
stances of errors of this description which 
we have not space for. He shows how 
easily they might arise by pointing the 
different shades of meaning in the following 
passages, which in the original are identical:

Dr. Howarp Cnossy writes of the arche- 
isms in the Bible, showing that changes in 
the language have caused many words in the 
authorized version to have for the common 
understanding a radically different meaning 
from that which they conveyed, and were 
intended to convey, in King James’ time. 
Thus adamant is used for diamond, 
“aha” for “hurrah,” ‘‘ admire” for 
“ wonder at,” all to for completely, 
** bravery” for ‘“ splendor,” ‘‘ camphire ” 
for cypress,” turtle for dove.“ 

Prof. Strona writes on the paragraphs, 
chapters, and verses of the Bible, showing 
that the present arrangement is a loss in 
every respect. The sense is greatly injured 
by the bad method at present in use, and 
would be improved by a new and intelligent 
division into subjects, the old numbers being 
retained only in brackets or on the margin 
for reference. 

The articles which we have abstracted in- 
dicate how radical the revision will be, if it 
be carried out according to the wishes of the 
American revisers. The scheme is so com- 
prehensive that it has already caused some of 
the faithful to sound the alarm; and we 
find our esteemed contemporary, the Inte. 
rior, serving due notice upon whom it may 
concern that the errors of the old version 
are precious in the eyes of the unlearned, 
who will, it is said, watch with jealous care 
even the smallest omissions.” This warn- 
ing, which, we imagine, represents not 
merely the views of zealots in the 
Church, but of many cultivated persons, 
places the revisers in a most perplex- 
ing dilemma It is a notification 
to them that they must either do violence 
to their feelings by pronouncing true and 
the word of Gop that which they knew to be 
false, orrun the risk of having their version 
rejected. The condition of mind which can 
indues any man to declare error sacred is 
perhaps more to be wondered at than con- 
demned. It is too soon yet to say what the 
effect of the revision will be; but it seems 
reasonable to expect that it will fora time 
furnish much ammunition. to the enemy, 
and unsettle the minds of a few who have 
hitherto supposed that the Bible was handed 
down with the tables of stone to Moszs on 
Sinai. The apprehension of this result has, 
no doubt, had much to do with the warnings 
which the Jnterior and other orthodox 
authorities have faised,—none too soon, it 
seems, to avert the danger feared. 


CLERGYMEN AND MUSTACHES. 

The question whether clergymen should 
wear mustaches is once more agitating the 
English Church papers, and it is not alto- 
gether unlikely that our own religious world 
may be exposed to convulsions and storms 
over this highly- importaut, subject. Should 
the question come up in ourown community 
whether our clergymen shall be close-shaven 
as a new-born babe or scalded hog, or wear 


the hirsute ornament which Nature intended, 


we trust they will not stop at the mustache, 
but demand the right to wear full beard. 
There is danger in wearing the mustache 
alone. Nearly all the circus-agents, negro- 
minstrels, faro-dealers, prize-fighters, and 
gilded youths of rapid style, wear only the 
mustache. No minister, therefore, should 
expose himself to the suspicion of being 
one of this class. 

It is somewhat curious that any argument 
should ever be made upon the propriety of 
the full beard for clengymen, since all the 
sacred authorities favorit. CnRtGr is always 
represented with fall beard. The Apostles 
did not confine themselves tothe mustache, 
or wear the odious and artificial whisker 
which is clipped into the shape of a mutton- 
chop. but wore long and flowing beards, 
which gave them a dignified and venerable 
appearance. Among all the multitudinous 
pictures of sainis in the galleries of Europe, 
it is hard to find one without beard,--those 
without being usually saints of a cheap and 
ordinary kind. The close-shaven monk and 
the clean-faced priest are latter-day inven- 
tions, and are not pretty or nice. Fancy 
Sr. Pivu with no beard and his head sand- 
papered! Could we have any reverence for 
him, or for any other saint, with head and 
face as smooth as a young pig? 

The Bible itself bears significant testimony 
upon this question. In laying down his very 
tiresome laws, Moses was particular. to 


‘warn the Jews against meddling with their 


beards, and in Leviticus declares, ‘‘ Youshall 
not mar the corners of your beards.” When 
Ezra reflected upon the abominations of 
Israel, the most intense manner in which he 
could display his sorrow was to pluck out 
every hair in his beard. Isa and Jenrs- 
Man, who were morbid people, addicted to 
looking upon the dark side of every subject, 
and croaking like two old ravens whenever 
— considered the burden of Moan, were 

were we to break out into the most dismal 
— ions, rave about sackcloth and ashes, 
and chant funereal dirges; but in all their 
long catalogue of wo there was never any- 
thing so dark as their visions of the time 
when Moa should howl over Nuno and 
Mevesa, and on all their heads shall 
be baldness and every beard cut off.”

TAXATION. 
THE THIRD WARD REPUBLICAN CLUB 
held a regular weekly meeting last eyening, 
President Custer in the chair. There were 
about 200 members present. 

On motion of Col. Roberts, the selection of 
delegates to Couaty and Senatorial Conventions 
was postponed for ove week. 

Mr. Jayne reported that the arrangements for 
the mass-meeting to be held at Central Hall 
Tuesday evening were progressing, and the 
prospect was that there would be a large turn- 
out. 

The Special Committee, composed of Messrs. 
Lazarus Silverman, D. K. Tenney, ira W. Buell, 
and A. J. Galloway, appointed to examine and 
report upon the best means for reducing the 
burdens of municipal taxation in this city and 
county, submitted a report, which is in sub- 
stance as follows: 

The main object for which the Committee 
was raised was to find out the best means to be 
suggested for the reduction of the rate aud 
gross amount of taxation now levied for all pur- 
poses by the several municipal corporations in 
the countv. The Committee recognize the impor- 
tance of the reduction of the number of agen- 
cies for imposing, collecting, and disbursing 
public revenues, but find constitutional obstruc- 
tions which prevent the decrease of their num- 
ber. There are at present a 
and City Government, three Town Boards, 
and various Park Boards, all with 
power to levy taxes. Were it constitutional to 
legislate specially for municipal corporations, 
and if the present constitutional provision re- 
garding new counties did not exist, the city 
might be so enlarged as te take in ali the parks 
and other suburban appendages, abolishing the 
town system and substituting one municipal 
government for all existing oues. This, how- 
ever, is impossible. 

The real value of all property in Illinois is 
estimated to de 581,800,000, 000. 8700, 000.000 
being in lands, 6500, 000, 000 in tuwn lots, 8200, 


000, 000 in railroads, and 8400, 000, 000 in personal 


property. About one-sixth of this belongs in 
Cook County. A tax of 2 per cent thereon would 
vield an annual revenue ot $6.000,000, leaving off 
$600,000 as deducted asthe share of the State 
revenne from Cook County, $5,400,000,—a sum 
more than sufficient to cover every legitimate 
local expenditure. If this revenue could be 
honestiy aud fairly assessed, the burden of tax- 
tion would not be onerous to bear. But such 
an assessment cannot be made until the valua- 
tions for the whole county are under the charge 
of one single head. When the proper data had 
been once fuily obtained and recorded ina 
permanent form, a very tew experts, under the 
direction of an efficient head, could make all the 
additions and subtractions trom year to year 
requisite to maintain an equitable distribution 
of public burdens. The change in the mode 
of making assessments could be effected witb- 
out apy change ip the State Constitution by 
ordinary legislation, and this alone would be a 
great reliel. 

The total amount of taxes levied in Cook 
County for municipal purposes in 1877 was 
$7,379,692. Could this aggregate be reduced to 
the sum previousiy mentioned, and the assess- 
ment be honestiy made, the exactions trom the 
present real taxpayers would probably not ex- 
ceed 50 per cent of the present amounts paid py 
them. deed, a fair distribution alone would 
almost secure that result. 

In Addition to the amount collected for mu- 
nicipal purposes, the State tax was $681,573, 
making a total of $8,061,270 paid by Cook Coun- 
ty, exclusive of special assessments. 

he aggregate valuation of 1878 is a littie 
over $197,000,000.—4 per cent of the par 
value of the entire wealth of the county 
as compared with the total computed 
wealth of the State, while the State Board 
only claims to have equalized on a basis 
of 50 per cent for the entire State. This 
addition of 14 per cent to the valuation of Cook 
County was offset by a reduction of about 3 
per cent from the average for the rest of the 
State, which is valued, on the average. at a 
little over 47 per cen’. This overvaluation does 
not necessarily fecrease Municipal taxation, 
but it is feared the oppurtunity wil be seized

ter. 

He went on to say that some of this property 
was assessed at 75 and 80 cents on the dollar, 
and some of it at 5 cents. The $19,000,000 was 
not a flea-bite ; ume-tenths of the personal 
proper wasn’t assessed at ail. There was no 
pretense to equality. How much money do 
you suppose was in Chicago May 1, 187777 he 
asked. Quoting from the report of the State 
Board, he answered $19,000, [Laughter.] He 
read a long list of the corperations which Were 
not assessed at all on their capital stock, and, 
he said, many of them did not pay taxes on 5 
per cent of their taxable property. The whole 
railroad proverty in the State was assessed at 
$36,000,000,—hardly 10 per cent of its value, 
in the speaker’s judgment. One of the 
principal difficuities new ‘encountered in 
taxation was that no man to be honest in 
making a statement of his “personalty, because 
he knew his neighbor woaki vot be. It was 
dog eat dog all over the State, each Assessor 
trying to get the lowest assessment. He favored 
a State Assessor with deputies in each county, 
—a system modeled aftem;that of the General 
Government, which oy from all equitably. 
There would then be no témptation for a coun- 
ty to get down low. No man who depended on 
votes was safe. [Applause] The State As- 
sessor should be appointed ,by the Governor, 
and he should have power tospy out the sneaks. 
Millions couid be discovertd by him. Mr. Ten- 
nev concluded by „ the adoption of 
the resolutions suggested in the report. 

Mr. Silverman gave som figures, which he 
bad dug out of the tax weoks of 1877, not cov- 
ered by the report. The South ‘Town made no 


- levy, as it had some monéy left over; the West 


Town levied $58,000, and ne North Town 871,- 
000. The asseasment of Lake was $328,000, of 
which $233,543 was delinquent taxes of previous 
years, the owners having abandoned the prop- 
erty because. they. could not. pay the taxes. 
Hyde Park levied a tax pi, $950,000. and the 
property abandoned was m than the amount 
of the taxes. Where tow?rships had the power 
to .levy taxes ss they saw fit, espccially on 
property owned by peo living in Chicago, 
and ‘the parties maxing the levy had to 
pay no taxes, they Wessed 80 as Ww 
make themselves rich, ag He- indorsed Mr. 
Tenney’s idea as to a State Assessor. Under 
the preseut assessment the rates were $7.90 on 
real estate apd 86 on persapaity. lie thought 
the expenses of the local.4yovernment could be 
reduced two or three millions. As things now 
existed more than 50 per vent of the net income 
of property was absorbed}by taxation. 

On motion of Mr. Aldrich, action was post- 
poned until the next meeting.

Ward and the contesting Ninth Ward delega- 
tions. Mr. Keogh spoke strongly in favor of 
the resolutions after moving their adoption. 

Messrs. M. R. Bacon, A. L. Rockwell, and 
Lewis Coburn spoke in opposition to the resolu- 
tions. 

Mr. D. W. Nickerson made a statement of 
the occurrences in the First Senatorial District 
Convention, and said tne First Ward would give 
the alleged buildozing delegations to under- 
stand that they could not run it as they saw fit.

SECOND-ADVENTISM. 
CONFERENCE OF MINISTERS TO DISCUSS THE 
PRE-MILLENNIAL COMING OF CHRIST. 
New Tonk. Sept. 30.—While Dr. Stephen H. 


Tyne, Jr., was at Clifton Springs this summer 


a meeting among his fellow-clergymen was held 
to consider the advisability of holding a Confer- 
ence to discuss the doctrine of the personal ap- 
pearance of Christ on earth, which recently re- 
ceived the attention of a London Conference, 
since which it has excited a rapidly-growing in- 
terest in America, Dr. Tyng being foremost 
among the advocates of the doctrine. The 
Tribune says a large meeting of clergymen and 
laymen was held this evening at Dr. Tyng’s 
Courch to for the coming laternationa! 
Conference of believers in the pre-millennial 
and personal ing on earth of Jesus Christ. 

Dr. Teng presided, and said he nad ieceived 
letters from Bishops and clergymen ot the 
Protestant Episcopal Church favoring the Con- 
fere and consenting that their names 
should be enrolled. The Conference would be 
held in Holr Trinity, Oct. 30 and 31, and Nov. 
1, and his father, the venerable Dr. Hue. has 
consented to preside if bis health would permit. 
The seesion would consist of the discussion of 
papers on twelve different topics beariq on the 
personal coming of Christ, and in the evenings 
there would be evangelical meetings. 

Among those who had sent letters favoring a 
Conference were Bishop Vail, of Kansas; the 
Rev. Dr. Creamer, of Wilmington, Del.; the 
Rev. Ur. Joseph Wild, of Brooklyn; the Rev. 
Dr. Grammar, of Baltimore: the Rev. Dean 
Bond, of Montreal; and the Rev. Dr. Edward 
Sullivan, of Chicago; and Dr. Bonar, of Lon- 
don, and Mr. Moody were expected at the Con- 
ference. 

Dr. Tyng added that, although he stood al- 
most alone on this subject among the clergy of 
his Church in this city, he felt that he had all 
the traditions of the Church on his side. 

The Rev. Dr. Gillespie said he looked forward 
with hope to the effect the Conference would 
produce. He claimed that attention was being 
drawn to the question in the Presbyterian 
Church. He knew of clemymen who were com- 
ing to the Conference from Lilinois, lowa, and 
Wisconsin. The members of the Conference 
should all be so grounded in the faith that those 
who questioned their orthodoxy shouid see they 
stood on the doctrines of the Scripture. 

The Rev. Dr. Herr said he was glad to see 
that those who hitherto looked with suspicion 
ou the movement were now leaning towards it. 
The turee great questions before the Conference 
be beld to be: First, the personal coming of 
Christ; second, His pre-nfillennial coming; and, 
third, His reign fora thousand years upon 
earth. Belief in this doctrine, instead of par- 
alyzing evangelical work, would stimulate 
Christian zeal. 

AC o merchant said the Rev. Dr. Good- 
win, of Congregational Church in. West 
Chicago, had recently preached on the second 
advent, and he was the only minister in that 
section to advocate the orthodoxy of the doc- 
trive. 

The Rev. Dr. Kenion gested a day of 
prayer for the success of the Conference.

FULTON STREET. 
COMMEMORATING THE TWENTY-fIKST ANNIVER- 
SARY OF THE PRAYER-MEETING. 

New York Trivune, Sept. 30. 

The twenty-first anniversary of the Fulton 
street daily noon prayer-meetine was beld 
yesterday at the Middle Dutch Church at Fourth 
street and Lafavette place. There was a large 
congregation present, among whom were many 
well-known dusiness men and retired mer- 
chants. The only decorations consisted of some 
fern-leaves that were trailed about the pulpit 
and in front of the platform; at the close of the 
service these were eagerly sought after by the 
ladies present as retics. The Rev. Dr. Samuel 
D. Burchard, Presbyterian, was the leader in 
the exercises. J.C. Lanphier, the missionary 
who originated the noondar prayer-meeting, led 
the congregation in singing; prayer was offered, 
and ten minutes addresses by leading clergy- 
men of different denominations followed. The 
Rev. Dr. Burchard said that the cause that had 
combined to produce the good results that had 
been reached by the meeting were the gather- 
ing of all together, and the feeling of accord 
that prevailed. 

The Rev. Dr. William Brown, of the Congre- 
gational Church, said the praver-meeting had 
lived through the most eventful years of our na- 
tional history. Hundreds of thousands had 
been brought to Christ between the years 1857 
and 1878, and the great agency everywhere had 
been prayer. When our fathers, brothers, and 
sous were on the battlefields, thousands flocked 
to the noonday praver-meeting to lift their 
voices in prayer for the safety of those in dan- 
ger. Durmg the great financial panic, when 
such a cloud hung over so many, it was another 
time of great attendance. During all these 
years the Fulton street prayer-meeting had 
been constantly increasing in influence and in- 
terest. Two things it had established clearly— 
that. men believed in a personal God, and that 
they believed in the efficacy of prayer. The 
Rey. Dr. A. P. Carter (Protestant Episcopal) 
said he thought there could be only one feeling 
as to the results of this prayer meeting. When 
it assembled twenty-one vears ago, one solitary 
individual came to offer his prayer. The meet- 
ing went on increasing until the place of assem- 
bling became thronged. The results were ap- 
parent and undoubied, in the extension of the 
universal Church. The Rev. Dr. Elder, of the Bap- 
tist Church, said that the charter of this prayer- 
meeting was found in the words “ Where two 
or three are gathered together in My name 
there am I in the midst of them.“ There must 
be a definite ent anda petition put up 
in the name of Christ, and all selfish prepos- 
session put aside, and then Christ would be 
present.

He remembered, 
too, that those mercbants paid their debts in 
full, or 62% cents on the dollar. What was 
then a sentiment in the aniting of churches in a 
praver- meeting had come to be a principle. It 
had been the agency of uniting the, Christians’ 
work. ’ 

The Rev. 8. B. Rossiter, of the Presbyterian 
Church, said that the first uoonday praycr-meet- 
ing was called from thesenseof a deep want. 
One man, walking the street, thinking of the 
needs of the merchants, had the idea suggested 
to his mind. It had been prayer in the 
name of Christ for the upbolding of the 
Holy Ghost, and it had not been denied. The 
Rev. S. L. Weed, of the Methodist Church, said 
tuat the mere announcemeut of the noonday 
prayer-meeting, which had hung ou the old Ful 
ton Street Church for years and years, staring 
men in the face, had done much good. There 
could be no question that this prayer-meetiug 
had fully established the efficacy of prayer, and 
refuted the theories of philosophical sco/ffers. 
The Rev. R. W. McKee followed with an earnest 
address to business men, after which W. R. 
Eadie led in prayer, and the services closed. 


DANGEROUS TENDENCIES. 
RESULTS OF THE WAR IN THE DOMAIN OF 
MORALS. 


The Atantie for October has a remarkable ar- 
ticle entitled Certain Dangerous Tendencies 
in American Life,“ which is causing considera- 
ble comment among thoughtful men. The ar- 
ticle opens with a portrayal of the effect of the 
Civil War on the economical and industrial habits 
of the people, and next considers. the conse- 
quences on the churches. We make room for 
the following extracts, and commend the whole 
articie to the reader: 


THE WAR 

destroyed hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth 
of property, and the Government was compelled 
to borrow some two thousand millions of dollars 
to enable it to continue the struggle and main- 
tain the existence of the nation. These two 
factsare, for any study of our present national 
life and conditions, the siguificaut features and 
results of that contest. The more dramatic ac- 
companiments, the emancipation of the slaves 
and the management of the revolted States 
after the War, bave had far less influence upon 
the life and thought of our people. With our 
national wealth or productive property so ter- 
ribly redueed, and with the vew, strange burden 
of an enormous debt, there was but one course 
of wisdom and safety,—that of the most rigid 
economy. But, bya remarkable delusion, our 
peopie came to regard the paper money, every 
note of which was a certificate and reminder of 
indebtedness and loss of property, as a real and 
boundiess addition to our wealth, which not 
only made good our material losses, but made 
us far richer than we had been before the War. 
Under the influence of this astounding error, 
the people and the Government plunged at once 
into reckless extravagance of expenditure, thus 
greatiy increasing the loss which the nation had 
suffered by the War. ; ; 

This extravagance, and the delusion which fos- 
tered it, had some important results 

IN THE DOMAIN OF MORALS.

though their influence is highly valuable in re- 
sisting some of the evil tem@encies of the age. 
Mast of them are old, andthev have few suc- 
cessors among the vounger people. They have 
already done most of their@vork, and their num- 
ber and strength diminish: year to year. 

For a very large class of which we may next 
speak, the Church furnishes opportunity for a 
pleasant social life, which is in no wav different 
from the social life of amiable, intelligent peo- 
pie out of the Church; that is, there is noth- 
ing distinctively religious about it. For this 
class all the barriers and distinctions between 
the Church and the World have been removed. 
Church-work is for them, in all its forms, a kind 
of sacred amusement. Public worship, with its 
pulpit oratory and modern church music, is an 
esthetic entertainment. They have developed 
a religion which is not religious. They have 
learned how to be Christians, according to their 
meaning, without any self-denial, or any abridg- 
ment of the pleasures, pursuits, or ambitions 
of people who acknowledge no religious obliga- 
tions. They are the most intelligent members 
of the popular churches of this country. They 
are decorously moral, conforming to the easy, 
worldly criterion of people of like social po- 
sition. They are nearly all able to live comfort - 
ably, possessMfig the necessaries of life and a few 
of its luxuries. They are not usually scru- 
puiously truthful or conscientious, and do not 
believe it possible to maintain a very high stan- 
dard of justice or honesty in business-life. They 
regard the Golden Rule as impr&ticable, 
and with more or less sincerity deplore the ex- 
istence of insurmountable obstacles in the way 
of obeying it. They do not believe the creeds 
which they subscribe when they join the Church, 
and generally make no secret afterward of their 
doubt or disbelief respecting various funda- 
meutal doctrines of Christianity. But they 
have a horror of all dissent which takes a man 
out of the popular Church, and show no re- 
svect for the plea of conscience in such cases. 

THEY ARE ALL OPTIMISTS, 

believing that things are sure to come out right. 
They distrust personal earvestness in religious 
matters, but are capable of self-sacrifice or ac- 
tion for the public good in wavs approved by 
their class, while they are without the qualitics 
or temper enabling aman to serve an uppopu- 
lar principle or cause. They give largely for 
all kinds of charities. In them the religion 
popularly professed has spent its force, 
and they can contribute little to aid in the 
moral regeneration of the country. They 
are almost destitute of moral insight and 
have little confidence in principles,—trust- 
ing entirely to management, to policy, and to 
present success.

There is good material among them for a more 
rational and practical culture than is yet pos- 
sessed by their neighbors who are in better cir- 
cumstances. This class also is rapidly passing 
out of the Church. The movement is largely 
the result of impulses from the more prosper- 
ous people in the churches, and is not caused so 
much by the growth of irreligion among 
these men and their families as by 
the development of an unfraternal spirit— 
a class-fecling—among those more successful in 
acquiring this world’s goods. Many who are 
taus separating themselves from the churches 
ARE INJURED BY THE CHANGE. 
They enjoy their greater freedom from restraint, 
and often sink to a life of less strenuous effort 
at self-direction. They do not feel bound to 
resist temptation, or deny appetite its yvratifica- 
tions. But most of this class are still, in the 
main, moral and wholesume in ter and 
reonal influence, chiefly from the power of 
abit and family traditions of rectitude. Many 
of them are gradually becoming hostile and 
bitter toward the Church and ail specificaliv 
religious activities; and their children usually 
receive at home no religious instruction what- 
ever, being free to go to church or not, as they 
please. The effect of this parental indifference 
upon the cult are and morais of the young peo- 
dle is not favorable. Among the more intelligent 
of this class there has been, within the 
last fifteen years, a rapid development 
of what is called infidelity; that 
is, of nions which involve the re- 
jection of Evangelical Christianity. yy this 
time the great mass of plain peopiein coun- 
try. of those who work with their hands, know 
nothing of any religion besides Evangelical 
Provestantism and Roman Catholicism. The 
ple who 1 the popular religious creeds.

GIVING UP RELIGION BNTIRELY. 
No new system or form of religious belief or 
life is taking the place of the old faith which 
has lost its power. But these ie are still 
accessibie to any vital improving influences not 
specifically ecclesiastical in form. Their morals 
are commonly as good as those of the most 
prominent church-members; and they are prob- 
ably more truthful, conscientious, just 
than most people in the Church. But they are

It cannot be said that thev are, as a 
class, doing much for themselves, and nobedy 
else is doing anyt for them as to 
culture or morals. heir future course 
depends upon that the cultivated 
classes. If there is within a Yew years a marked 
expansion of vational culture and increase of 
its dynamic vitality, these people will dc much 
to strengthen the better tendencies of the na- 
tion’s life. They are capable of important 
changes. 

Below these as to intellectual character and 
equipment there is a larger class, in whom 
PREHISTORIC OR SAVAGE THOUGHT STILL son- 

VIVES, 
with very slight modifications from Science or 
any other modern influence. Our fellow-citi- 
zeus of this class believe in luck, omens, dreams, 
sigus of many kinds (that is, in supernatural iu- 
dications or foreshadowings of tuture events), 
and in the — and influence of the spirits 
of the dead, whom they habitually or occasion- 
ally consult in various ways. These have not 
all rejected Evangelical Protestantism, as great 
numbers of them are members of the popular 
churches. Many of them have wea:th and 
social position. The women of this con 
stitute the larger portion of the great oy of 
readers of worthless books of fiction and serials in 
the story-newspapers. Perhaps a majority of 
the members ef the Evangelical Protestant 
churches in this country have at some time con- 
sulted the spirits of dead people, by the help 
of some professional ghost-seer or medium. 
But, outside of the Church, the believers iu 
spirits, spells, possessions, omens, visions. 
warnings, and the other features of prehistoric 
supernaturalisai, are usually hostile to Caris- 
tianity. Tney think the inspirations and reve- 
lations of many trance-speakers and mediums 
in this country superior in value to those re- 
corded in the Bible. They have usually a scorn 
of history, and of the Past as a teacher, and 
are especially hostile te belief in any authority 
except that of the individual soul. They mostiv 
regard Society as a great oppressor, and believe 
that priests (they call all ministers priests) have 
been the authors, and are now the chief. sup- 
porters, of pearly all the evils which man- 
kind. 
THEY ARE ALL SENTIMENTALISTS,— 

that is, they attach little value to facts, and do 
not think it important to study them. Their 
contempt for scientific methods of imvestiga- 
tion is nearlyequal to their scorn for history. 
They depen ora upon iptuition and the 
great instincts of Humanity for their guidance, 
and for the determination of all problems. They 
would like to see the existing organization and 
institutions of society displaced, and think it 
would be a great gain to stop trying to patch up 
the old systems of religion and law, and begin 
anew. They see no great ditficuity in the at- 
tempt to establish an entirely new organization 
of Society, with all necessary institutions, ma- 
chinery, and activities; and believe that it could 
be dove at once, with immense advantage to the 
people, if only the priests and the money power 
were put down. They have a kind of rage 
against churches and all the organized activities 
of Christianity. They have not yet any relwion 
of their own, in the modern sense of the word, as

IRELAND. 


The Poverty and Discomfort of 
the Farming Classes. 


Characteristics of the Peasantry---The 
Streng Spirit of Nationality. 


Grand Historical Patrimony of the Peo- 
ple—The Pillar Towers. 


Traces of the Danish Invader--Remnants of Past

Baia, County Mayo, Ireland, Sept. 18.—It 
would be impossible for the pen of the most 
graphic writer to convey to the American mind 
an adequate idea of the positive discomfort fn 
which the farming classes in this country live. 
In dirt, and flitu, and blackness they come into 
the world, they live in a state of barren destitu- 
tion, and in dirt, and filth, and blackness their 
bodies return to the dust from whence they 
came. Life with them is stripped of all of its 
refinements and many of fits comforts. The 
houses in which they live are mere kennels, full 
of smoke and vapors which the cheerful sun 
can never dispel, for the thick mud 
walls effectually bar its entrance. 
The small windows, when they have apy, 
are just sufficient to enable the inmates to dis- 
tinguish night from day. A-more dreary place 
of abode than an Irish cabin I cannot imagize, 
and do not wish to see. The wretched tene- 
ment-houses of the poor laborers of Chicago 
situated west of the North Branch .of the Chi- 
cago River are palaces of comfort to most of 
these. These are small. The walls are made of 
mud or stone, the floors of lime or sand, and 
the rude doors of plank, usually divided hori- 
zoutally in the miadle. The upper half, during 
the dav, is raised to admit tiie light, and the 
lower part is closed to keep the infants from 
crawling into danger, In one end of the cable 
is a rude fireplace, where usually burns a 
turf fire,—the only cheerful feature on the 
premises. On one side of the cabin stands a 
rack which holds the dishes of the housewife, 
and in one corner a rack is put up with slats 
across wide enough for a bed. The bedding 
consists of a few old quilts, ragged with age 
and black with smoke and dirt. The bolsters 
are of bay, and the ped is of the same material. 
The room itself is as black as smoke and soot 
can make it. A few rude chairs and a table, ail 
exhibiting the eruuest workmanship, consti- 
tute the furniture of the apartment. The 
pigs and fowls run in and out, and appear to live 
oo the easiest terms ot familiarity with their 
masters. The roof of the cabin is usually 
thatched with stfaw, which, after becom- 
ing rotten with age, is renewed by 
sod from the adjacent bog. Before the door 
usuallv stands a pool @f water, into which pul- 
verized turf is thrown'to ferment for mauure. 
Neither inside nor butside is there the least at- 
tempt at ornamentation or display of taste. 
The women, old and. young, are barefooted, 
dressed in rags, witht their usually luxuriant 
hair falling about their faces in the most siov- 
enly manner. Their éhtire dress and appeur- 
ance is untidy and nan. One would think, 
with these poor surroundings, with the hard 
lines of penury dra#niso close about them, with 
life stripped of ai those uameless endearing 
graces which make it 90 sweet, that the people 
would be found tobe a stupid, ignorant, spir- 
itless lot, withou$ Sprightliness of dispo- 
sition, without wily , fancy, or appreciation. 
The contrary is the fact. They are people of 
vivid fancy, of goog ptellectual qualities, and 
witb a flow of spirits which is surprising under 
the circuc.stances./d Trey are shrewd observers 
and quick at reparééegi They are warm-bearted, 
hospitable, and .comfling to a degree when 
contidence has beeipiance established. They 
are naturally suspig) of strangers, but when 
once they have no ds for doubt they wilt 
dutdo any other 10 Kinduess und pl 
ave "feAfile “6” warm Teeliars, 
easily moved to tear by suffering, and full of 
love for their nativ@ bls. So warmly attachea 
are they to their itive land that I have 
wondered that s@memany of them leave 
it. 1 am satisfekj that vothing but the 
sternest necessity jwould ever compel them 
todoso. Their family ties are strong, aud 
their religious feelingdeep and fervent. As a 
class, after ample opportunities for observation, 
1 should say the peasgmtry of Ireland were stal- 
wart, healtuy, industrious, and courageous peo- 
ple, but upon whom he heavy hand of poverty 
is laid, and who are 60 down by unjust laws 
and customs. It will De a happy day for Ehglish 
statesmen when they earn that | 

A bold peasantry, F nation’s pride, 
When once destro cao never be supplied. 

The future glory .and prosperity of Ireland 
does not rest with t entry and titled nobility 
of the land; it does not rest with the wise states- 
men who claim to bold its destinies ; it does not 
rest with the mentof wealth and idleuess 
who spend their vast comes in foreign landg; 
but whatever of futuré greatness and progress 
it achieves will be plished through the 
patriotism, indust and courage of the 
common people. he memory of not 
one single member of the aristocracy living in 
Treland to-day will be rescued from oblivion by 
the preserving pen of bistory, while future ages 
will ring with the renown, the heroism, the de- 
votion, and the suffering and self-sacrifice of 
sume poor man whois now toiling along the 
dusty road to fame, upheeded, unhonored, aud 
unkoown. The pages of Irish history are 
marked with the blood of the Irish 
people; the world is familiar with tne 
story of ancient Irish civilization and iearving; 
on the shelves of modern libraries are the 
writings of her ancient priests and scholars, of 
incalculable value; the temple of fame echoes 
with the achievements of ber old warriors; and 
at this late day the glory of the time when she 
was the cradle of art aud science, the abode of 
peace, and the schoolhouse of the worid, is 
seen through the dim vista of ages. 

The terrible plagues which afflict Ireland 
und make ber name a scandal amongst the 
nations of the word eaunot cured by 
means of a reform ‘here and there by 
the English Parliament, but they must 
be alleviated by the people themselves. 
The scars which Ireland bears, inflicted 
by Englis® imperialism, can never be effaced; 
the memory of the disarmament, degradation, 
extermination, and perioaical destruction of her 
people can never be obliterated; and nothi 
but a complete reconstruction of her social an 
political tabric can ever make her people bow 
with truly loyal bearts to the power of the Brit- 
ish sceptre. 

The disaffection of Irviand is as deep as the 
sea which breaks upon her coast, as broad as the 
blue sky which hangs. above K. aud as perma- 
pent as ber hills, which litt their lofty heads 
to the heavens. The spirit of Irish na- 
tionality is as dominant now as it was 

years ago, and nal laws, jails, 
chains, and shackies have failed to modiiy or 
crush it. The love of justice is an inherent 
eiement implanted in the breast of every human 
mind, and as long as the eye of statesmansnip 
falls to pereeive the offenses committed against 
the consciences of the people there will be 
rebels in Itelaud. 

A brighter land the sun never shone upon. 
Its hig peaks and undulating glades, its val- 
leys and plains, its broad loughs and swiftly- 
flowing rivers, its rugged beadlands aud its 
sweetiy rurai landscapes, its fice climate, its 
productive soil, and its stalwart. population, 
combine to make upa country of which Irish- 
men may well feei proud. 

The grandest julleritauce of any people is its 
history, and in this respect the people of Ire- 
land are not without a patrimony. The rums

We read of a nation of no 
modern growth. We read of a nation rooted 


speaks, read of a people which adversity 
cannot conquer, and which the wrath of Kiogs 
cannot destroy. Weread of a people who have 
survived the sword of extermination, who have 
outlived the more deadly famine, aud who have 
preserved their language and religion in spite 
of the efforts of centuries to eradicate them. 
We read of struggies, and victories, and de- 
feats, and of scenes of biood which chill the 
heart and canse the eye tosoiten with pity or 
glow with admiration. 

Looming up from pre- historie obscurity, we 
see the sacred towers of Ireland piercing the 
mysterious cloud which hangs around the 
origin of this ancient race. 

The Pillar Towers of Ireland! how wondrously 
they stand, 

By the rushing streams, in the silent giens, and 
the valleys of the land; 

In mystic file throughout the isle they rear their 
heads sublime— 

Those gray old Pillar Temples—those conquerors 
of time. 

These towers are symmetrical in their archi- 
tecture, showing that the bands which reared 
them and me brains which planned them were 
familiar with science. Every stone is fitted to 
its place with the most artistic nicetv, and the 
tower rises upward in a gradualiy increasing 
circle with the utmost precision of mechanics. 
They are laid upon foundations which never 
fail or sink, aud now, though thousands of 
years have fled since they were raised, they 
stand in perfect form, as perpendicular and as 
grand as when the workmen laid the last stone. 
Who built them nobody knows. For what pur- 
pose they were erected no one can tell. 
The traveler finds them ali over the 
island. As gaze out of my _ win- 
dow upon the peaceful scenes of Balla, 
my eyes fall upon the gray ivied top of one of 
these towers lifting its heaa above the trees. 
Amid the ruins of ancient Lismore, among the 
weeping alders of Avoca, beside the still waters 
of Glendalough, upon the rock-bound coast of 
Mdyo, the traveler meets with these monu- 
ments of a race tl.e very traditions of which 
have perished. ‘The hands which reared them 
have long since moldered to dust, and no rec- 
ord has been left totellus for what purposes 
they were used. They are so uniform in size 
structure that they might have been built by 
the same hands, They are the most ancient of 
all Irish ruins, and they ‘Jead us far 
back into the mists of the past. Some 
maintain they are of Christian origin, 
but the general belief is that their 
construction was far anterior to that time. 
They were doubtless the temples of a bygone 
religion and of a jong-forgotten race. In ages 
long gone by the ancfeot inhabitants of Erin 
were worshipers of the sun, and some scholars 
maintain that these towers were the temples of 
the priests, around which. the devotees assem- 
bled to hail its rising beams. ‘They are as old 
as the pyramids of Cheops, and stand to-day in 
the beaut of their form, in the symmetry of 
their architecture, in the precision of the scien- 
tific priuciples upon which they were construct- 
ed, and in their strength and permanency 
among the oldest records of any nation, aud 
as living monuments of the early civiliza- 
tion of the Irish people. It is certain that 
at the time they were built no other nations of 
the earth had acquired the scientific skill and 
knowledge necdssary to the construction of 
stone buildings or towers of any kind. After 
the introduction of Christianity the monks of 
Ireland set the cross upon these ancient towe 
and subsequently, when the monasteries, au 
chapels, and churches were destroyed by the in- 
vaders, the priests lighted fires in the upper 
portions of them, to beckon the inhabitants to 
come to the sanctuaryoft the Lord. Thus they 
came at last to bel the beacon-lights of Chris- 
tianitv, whatever May have been their former 


purposes. 
The traces the Danish invader 
upon the face

ot the coumtry in every direction. 
i have seen the remains of many ancient earth- 
works on ail hands. “They are circular in con- 
struction and usually occupy the crest of some 
hiil to facilitate defense in case of attack. I 
have secn as many as half a dozen of these rude 
defenses in an hour g rive. They tell us of the 


time when the pimdderiny bosts of the North 


made a descent ou tbe ancient mbabitants of 
Erin, to deprive. them of their country, 
their religion and their nation- 
ality. They lead us back to a bloody period 
in the history of thw people extending over a 
space of nearly o years. They tell 
us of pluudered mouasteries, of 
desecrated churches, of the murder of 
monks and nuns. They tell us of schools de- 
stroved and altars bathed in the bived of 
priests. They remind us of the battle of Gien- 
armada and tht victory of Clontarf. They bring 
to our minds the glertous achievements of King 
Malchi, who wore the collar of gold, and of the 
lustre of the glory of Bryan Biru. They remind 
us of the time wien Irish soil was bathed in the 
best blood of its people, and when the women 
filled the air with the sound of mourning for 
their dead. They tell us of a valiant and 
Yloody struggle for the maintenance of their 
national faith and their ancient Government. 
They tell us of the feuds and treachery of their 
own chieftains, and of the devotion aud energy 
of ber priesthood. They tell us of women’s 
sufferings and of maiden’s wrongs,—of courage, 
desolation, and woe. 

Not far, from here is the old Abbey of Cong, 
which still bears traces of its ancient splendor, 
and where how repose the remains of Roderick 
O'Connor, the last of the Irish monarchs. Ina 
monastery here be is said to have lived for a 
period of fifteen years, in seclusion from the 
world, and engaged in pious duties and medita- 
tions. 
Mayo, where are still to be seen the ruins of an 
old abbey, at which it is said King Alfred the 
Great received his education at the hands of 
the learned monks who occupied the place at 
that time. A few miles to the west are the ruins 
of Brize Castle, and not far to the east may be 
still seen the foundations of the Castle of Moona- 
Moona. The glory ef those times has passed 
away, but the memory of them is brought to 
mind dy visiting the site of these ruins. They 
speak a language more pathetic than words and 
more vivid than any imagery can convey. They 
are the remnants of past vigor, glory, and civili- 
zation, and the promise of the future greatness 
of Ireland, for no people can sink into oblivion 
as long as they. cherish the history of the past 
and emulate the example of her greatest and 
best men. .

it will de quite unnecessary to recur to the fact 
that, with the exception of an accasional flash 
of so-called “ novelty’ gmong the variety peo- 
ple, the theatres bave been occupied with pro- 
Auctions that have become familiar as bouse- 
hold words. In this case it isa familiarity that 
does not breed contempt por neglect. On the 
contrary there has been manifested a rather 
grateful sense of obligation to the managers 
for giving the public old and tried 
successes, rather than rushifig headlong, 
as their New York contemporaries had done at 
the beginning of the season, into the undiscov- 
ered country of dramatic authors, which has 
there proved so signal a failure already. It is 
for the most part the manager, not the public, 
that is possessed with this insatiable thirst for 
mere novelty. The public will, as a rule, be 
found to be perfectly satistied with a good 
thing, whether it be new or old. We will not 
grow weary of Mr. Booth or Mr. Barrett until 
their powers begin to fail them, and then no 
amount of * novelty ” will sufficé to keep them 
on the hight to which they have cifmbed. 
This apparent failure to supply 
something new has caused some writers 
to take a despairing view of the 
prospects of the theatrical season. There need 
be no cause for alarm. The great new play- 
maker may not have come just at the moment 
he was called for, but we can await his coming 
in the future with patience, and in the mean- 
time we can fall back upon the good things of 
antiquity. The failure of the crop for this sea- 
sou may result, after all, in teaching a useful 
lesson to actors to act well their part“ with- 
out regard to the condition, and dismiss from 
their minds the star- and-combination- novelty 
business, which has now nearly run to the end 
of its tether, and has contributed largely to 
ruin the true theatric art for a time. 
That the public is not easily tired with good 


_ things, whether brand-new or twenty years oid, 


has been amply attested during the week just 
ended, in which there was not a piece presented 


at any of the theatres which had not been wit- 


nessed over and over again. There was con- 
siderable variety in the choice of entertainment, 
—the mirthful follies and frolics of *‘ Evange- 
line, the picturesque unrealities of Kit,“ the 
romantic, fresh, and wholesome atmosphere of 
the Sierras in “The Danites,” or the old, old 
sensational touches of Life in London,’”’—t 
mattered not very much how new or how anti- 
quated were the pictures. The question was 
simply whether they were intrinsically capti- 
vating to the senses. The public did not stop 
to inquire, but crowded to the theatres to enjoy 
them.

No such scene as that of last night has been wit- 
nessed in Steinway Hall since Rubinstein stormed 
the town, six years ago. Even that memorahie 
triumph has been surpassed by the overwhelming 
success of Wilhelmj. The great violinist cap- 
tu us all., He has dazzled ne by his Brilliant 

and perfect technique: he has excited us by his 

fery spirit; be has awed us by an indescribably 
serene sense of force; and he has seized uvon our 
sympathies; and so he has won, by this series of 
victories over the intellect and the affections, a 
most absolute mastery of his audience. We have 
never seen an artist take such complete and such 
sudden possession of his public. After the first 
minute the house seemed to be under the spell.of 
some magnetic power. it hung upon every mo- 
tion of his magic hana; it was gay or pensive at 
his bidding; and at the end of the first of his se- 
lections, the applause amounted to an uproar.

And it les a greatness 
all the more imposing Lecause it is associated with 
the most perfect proportions—perfect proportions 
in the art, the intellect, the temper, the very per- 
son and demeanor of the man. When he stands 
before us, tall, shapely, nobly poised, with a mag- 
niffcent head, a fresh, open, handsome, winning 
face, a cieat blue eve, a genial smile, a manner 
that is majestic from its very simplicity, we can- 
not help thinking of a beautiful and lovely giant.

Boston, Mass., Oct. 3.—Now that Dean Stan- 
ley has gone, after his flying visit, the tongues 
of criticism are let loose, and the upshot of the 
whole—the general conclusion—is that, as a 
sermonizer and a speaker, the Westminster 
Dean was a failure. He fingered his notes; he 
had no voice, or what there was of it was ex- 
pended in the British high notes,—the notorious 
“rising inflection,” which invariably betrays the 
Englishman; and his subject matter, as I have 
said before, was neither new, vor original, nor 
vreseuted in any new light or fresh force. But, 
perhaps, if he had been possessed of the ring- 
ing tone of Wendell Phillips, or some other of 
our clear, magnetic voices which are famous on 
platform and in pulpit, what he said might have 
come to us differently,—might have seemed to 
bear both freshness and force in the bearing. 
After all, how much of this matter of taste 
may be educational and the force of association ? 
I am constrained to suggest this at the present 
moment from the recollection that comes to me 
just now of the impression that Mr. Phillips 
himself made upon

THE BEER QUESTION. 

A sensation that is of more than ordinary ex- 
tent has been created by Mr. H. A. Chittenden 
in the local culumns of the Nes. who bas suc- 
ceeded in demonstrating from the records in 
the United States Collector's office that Mil- 
waukee’s leading brewers are in the habit of 
using large quantities of foreign substances in 
the manufacture of beer. A popular excitement 
has been growing up on the subject, which was 
greatly stimulated by Taz Trisune’s leading 
editorial article on the subject last week, bring- 
ing the matter before its large and intelligent 
Milwaukee constituency of English-readin 
German citizens. It a peculiarity 8 
this d subject that it proves equal- 
ly exciting to the most cultivated 
and the most illiterate classes of our German 
and native population. It is a common thing, iu 
the most fashionable restaurants, wbich bave been 
doing a rusbing business on the supposed superior 
quality of their taps, to see a group of aristo- 
cratic German or American gentiemen become 
infuriated on this topic, and bang their uutasted 
beer-classes on the table, and order wine. The 
German newspapers have studiously ignored 
the subject, and all the iufluence of the brewers 
and of the great saloons has, of course, been 
directed toward a suppression of the scandal. 
It is stated that the orgautzation of the Saloon- 
keepers (which ig a power that even the com- 
bination of brewers must heed) is causing the 
series of newspaper articles on the subject, in- 
cluding that of Taz Trisuns, to be translated 
into German and printed for general cir- 
eulation. it appears that in the first 
article in the News an error occurred in which 
the word ‘“bushels’”’ was substituted for 

„pounds in giving the quantity of corn used 
monthly by brewers, as stated on the Collector's 
books. ‘This error was Voluntarily corrected, 
and the reporter claims to have bren misied by 
a clerk in the revenue office. The error was, 
however, apparent on its face, and ne damage 
was done. It is stated that more is back than 
has been revealed, and that glimpses into the 
crvoked depths of the breweries reveal results 
more astounding than the infamous whisky, 
crookeduess exposed bere in 1875-0. A leading 
German physician of this city, who in early life 
was practically familiar with the brewing 
processes, being interviewed on the subject as to 
the effects of using rice or corn as substitutes for 
barley in the beer-making process, says: Beer 
may be detined as a beverage made from hops 
and apy grain containing amylum (the starchy 
property) that bas undergone the process of 
germination. Nutice this last quaiification of 
the detinition. Now, bv malting (germination) 
a substance is formed known as diactacis, the 
office of which is to convert the amvlum or 
starch principle of the grain into sugar and 
dextrine, which must be present in definite pro- 
portions in all gvod beer. Corn could be 80 
used as to come ander this definition of beer, 
which is the true definition, but rice could not. 
Rice, as it appears in commerce, still more 80 
the broken and unmerchautable rice which 
brewers is a dead gran, incapable of ger- 
mination. Meal made irom either rice or corn 
applied in the manutac ure of beer, interferes 
with tbe proper conversion of amvlum into the 
properties for which beer is drank. These 
articles ecovomize greatly the use of barley, 
and they give beer a sembiaoce of the desirabie 
properties that would be contributed bya far 
greater amount of barley, but they injure, ex- 
actly in the proportion in which they are used, 
the true and bhealthſul proportions of beer.“
